1 . Last sentence para 2 Warsaw 683 should read as transmitted "Letter will be 
sent to our rpt our government." LO used phrase in Polish which he normally 
does to indicate letter will be sent to Peking and has not been rejected. 

2. After reading unofficial Polish translation of letter, Lo left room, was gone ten 
to fifteen minutes. On returning, read reply in Polish from penciled notes in 
Chinese. Emboff did not comment to Lo on reply. 
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
